SCHOOL BOARD 


OF THE 


Town of Charlestown 


To THE INHABITANTS OF THE Town DISTRICT: 


We present the following report of the schools in said dis- 
trict, for the year ending March 1, 1889, and retain the former 
number of the district as we speak of the different schools in 
the town district. 

No. 10 had one term as formerly. Nos. 8, 9 and 11 had two 
terms. No. 5 asummer and a fall term, and scholars were ac- 
commodated at No. 6 fora winter session. It was a success- 
ful school. The schools in Nos. 5, 6 and 7 have all been sat- 
isfactory. A commendable and an unusual degree of interest. 
is in the north part of the town. 

First term in No. 1 good work was done. Satisfactory re-. 
sults were not obtained from second and third terms. The 
number of the pupils becoming so reduced during winter ses- 
sion would seem to indicate a loss of interest on the part of 
parents and pupils. 

The teachers of Nos. 4, 8,11, 18 and 14 have taught ac- - 
ceptably in the town district before. 

Too young and inexperienced a teacher was employed for - 
the school of No. 9 the first term to do harmonious work. The 
second term is still in session. Harmony and good will prevail 
between teacher and pupils. We hope Miss White will continue - 
her labors among us.
